WASHINGTON, Nov. 25 Oft—'The Interstate Commerce Commission 
ruled today that racial segregation in train and bus travel between 
the states is unlawful.

Attorney Outlines 
Problem To Counci! 


W ESTERNPO RT - The a g re e ­ 
ment of the Town of W esternport 
to sell $374,000 of bonds to Th a c k - 
a rt G ra n t and Company of P h ila­ 
delphia is contrary to state law on 
two points, according to an opin 
ion of H orace P, Whitworth, town 
attorney. The m atter was discussed 
at the regular meting of Mayor 
Okey E. Michael and Commission­ 
ers W ednesday evening. 


The agreem ent provided that the 
town receive 95 per cent for each 
$1,000 
bond, 
and that 
the town 
pay an interest rate of 3'« cents 
interest and that the issue must be 
paid for in 30 years. 
It also provides that the town 
can recall the issue in five years 
should Westernport find it ad v an ­ 
tageous to refinance the bonds at a 
lower ra te of interest. 
A letter from Whitworth stated 
in part: "T he offer made by the 
bonding com pany to purchase the 
bonds from you at 95 per cent of 
par cannot be considered in view 
of Section 34 ‘2> of Chapter 423 
of the Laws of 1955. This section, 
in so m any words, prohibits the 
sale of municipal bonds for less 
than p a r and of course no lawyer 
could 
certify 
that the 
proposed 
a g ree m en t is not in violation of 
the law ." 
’ Second, 
another 
objectionable 
feature is that they characterize 
the bonds which you issue as gen­ 
eral obligation bonds. This is not 
actually correct " 
"W ith the limitation on the tax 
mg power of the Town now p re­ 
scribed by its charter. The town 
cannot be so described. It could 
be set forth in the bond ordinance 
that within the charter limitation 
the obligation to levy taxes exists 
but this is different from stipula­ 
tion. as they do. that taxes shall 
be 
levied 
sufficient to 
pay 
the 
bonds as they come due " 
"Only submission of a change in 
the town charter to a vote of the 
registered voters could change the 


existing laws in this respect and. 
rn my view, such a submission 
would have very little chance of 
passing even if you considered the 
sam e advisable. 
I 
do not think 
such a change would be desirable 
and in any case would take about 
two months to bring about." 


The only thing 
I can advise 
you to do now is to take the m a tte r 
up with T h ackart G rant and Com­ 
pany, explain your difficulties and 
see if they can reconsider their 
offer to purchase with the existing 
powers of the town. 
With the money for the sale of 
bonds the town proposes to build 
a filtration plant on Westernport 
HUI and a storage tank on the new 
Bruce High School grounds to pro­ 
vide sufficient w ater at all times 
for the school and the people in 
that area. 
Tho other bid the town had was 
from Alex Brown of Baltimore for 
33 years at a 3a« per cent and they 
pay less than p a r which w juld pay 
98 per cent. 
Besides the using of the money 
on the two projects, $116,000 will 
be used to pay off existing bonds 
‘due next May.

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Turkey's Problem- 
Too Far, Too Fast 


Turkey isn t in the best possible shape right 
now. That is particularly unfortunate at a time 
when Soviet policy is again beginning to press to­ 
ward the Mediterranean and the Middle East. In­ 
flation is spiraling in Turkey and living standards 
are suffering. There is discontent, and the govern­ 
ment is reacting to it with suppression. 
The root cause of the trouble is something 
which may become increasingly apparent in the 
next decade. Turkey is trying to industrialize too 
fast, in the opinion of American economic experts. 
The urge to industrialize in a hurry is common 
to all the world s underdeveloped countries which 
have generated a strong sense of nationalism. As 
producers of raw materials they remain economi­ 
cally backward and subject to exploitation by fore­ 
ign countries. 
But industrializing too fast can do serious 
harm. The history of America s industrial revolu­ 
tion records dislocations so great as to seem appal­ 
ling. And the danger is even greater in nations with 
utterly different cultures. 
The cultural danger is as great as the economic 
one. though it is less generally understood. The 
habits of a lifetime and the traditions of ages must 
yield to change. But the change must not be so 
rapid that the sense of continuity is lost. People 
must have something to cling to as well as some­ 
thing to look forward to. 
Washington has recognized this in parts of the 
U. S. technical assistance program. 
Instead of 
bringing tractors to peoples that still use wooden 
plows, American technicians are introducing them 
to improved steel plows and methods of animal hus­ 
bandry which save labor or improve production 
without entailing a complete break with the past.

The Right To Know 


After Thomas E. Murray’s speech recommending 
that all the nations be invited to attend a blowing up of a 
hydrogen bomb so that, to put it simply, the hell might 
he scared out of them by the very horror of it. Air Force 
Secretary Donald A. Quarles said: 
“The proposal has a lot of merit. I believe that such 
a ‘spectacle’ before world leaders would help, because 
people get an impression from witnessing such enormous 
explosions that they never can get from just reading 
about them.’’ 


In a word, he endorsed M urray’s proposal. Sub­ 
sequently the other commissioner* of the Atomic 
Energy Commission jumped all over Murray for 
talking out of turn. They said that his idea had been 
discussed and turned down. Discussed and consider­ 
ed by whom? Turned down by whom? Surely this is 
fundamentally a .question for the American people 
and the Congress. However that may be, Murray had 
his say; Quarles endorsed what Murray said. Then 
the other commissioners had their say. 


Then this is reported: 
“The Air Force later said Quarles was unaware that 
the Murray plan had been rejected by the AEC. A spokes­ 
man said Quarles was expressing his personal views, 
but probably would have declined to do so if he had 
known that the commission had taken an official post- 
tion.” 
What kind of brain-washing is this? Mr. Quarles is a 
distinguished man, knowledgeable in the science of atomic 
fission and fusion. He has experience in the entire field. 
What press agent in the Pentagon possessed the authority 
to make him look ridiculous by telling reporters that 
Quarles does not know what he is talking about? Of 
course, Quarles was expressing “ his personal views.’* 
Whose else s view should he have expressed? Has the 
day come in the United States when a man may not 
express “ his personal views,” no matter how expert 
he may be in his field because a government press agent 
acts as a political commissar in his office* 


The Hennings Committee ought to investigate tho 
role that the government press agent plays, as a 
pol)tic«J commissar, in suppressing the news that 
should ga to th# American people. Afttf all, this Is our 
country ; all the money that the government spends is 
our money; lf we are led to war, It is our sons who 
are maimed and killed. Since when have we shifted 
In this country from the concept that public officials 
are servants of the people to the reality that tem­ 
porary officials and their appointees are our masters? 


Of this you can be certain: You and I do not know 
much about the atom bomb and the hydrogen bomb. 
Unless we are experts in the field, we can hardly under­ 
stand what it is all about. But we have been told that 
these bombs can destroy the world. Now along comes 
Thomas E. Murray, a trained and successful engineer, 
a commissioner of the Atomic Energy Commission, who 
says that radioactive strontium, once it is shot into the 
atmosphere moves along for years and comes down not 
only on the target but everywhere, upon the shooter as 
well as those shot upon. This is what Murray said on 
this subject: 
“ Before these 1954 tests took place a policy of almost 
utter silence had been established. 
The decision was 
made to use /inly two statements—first an announcement 
that tests were to be held, and then a short guarded 
atatement at their conclusion. However, the inscrutable 
Providence of God. our Father, decided otherwise. Radio­ 
active dust settled on the Fortunate Dragon, some 90 
miles downwind. You remember the results. The news 
about the potential hazard of radioactive fallout from 
thermonuclear weapons burst out of secrecy. Twenty- 
seven Japanese fishermen announced to the world the 
first fateful news about the lurking catastrophe that may 
possibly lie in wait for all of us. In this instance the offi­ 
cial policy of secrecy proved inept. When the secret came 
out. through the wrong channels, the shock to world 
opinion rivalled in its own way the blast of the H-bomb 
itself. 
% 
“True, information about the radioactive fallout 
problem was subsequently released to the public early 
this year and further information bas since followed. 
But there is still more that must be explained ta the 
public.” 


Then Murray explains; 
“The thermonuclear bomb crosses the threshold into 
a separate category of power by reason of the sheer 
force and reach of its blast Its explosion is so tremen­ 
dous that it must be reckoned as a different kind of ex­ 
plosion. But this is nut the more important difference. 
The thermonuclear bomb . . . releases dangerous radio­ 
active fission products into the atmosphere . . . A suffi­ 
ciently large number of such explosions would render the 
earth uninhabitable to man . .

ity Stabilization Service and the 
man who this column recently re­ 
ported might have a conflict of in­ 
terest.

Case Developed For Admission Of Texas To U. N. 


WASHINGTON - There’s one 
way to break the deadlock that 
bas arisen over the admission of 
18 new members of the United Na­ 
tions, and that’s to accept as the 
19th new member the great state 
of Texas. 
A case as good as, if 
not better than, that being made 
by Russia for the admission of 
Outer Mongolia can be made for 
the Lone Star State. 
The Soviet government has been 
urging the 
admission of Outer 
Mongolia, which used to be a part 
of China but became a puppet 
state of the Union of Soviet Social­ 
istic Republics in 1945. 
The Unit­ 
ed States ambassador to the U N., 
Henry Cabot Lodge, has stated that 
this country would abstain from 
voting — that is. would not object— 
to the admission of Romania. Bul­ 
garia, Hungary and Albania but 
doubted if Outer Mongolia could 
get enough votes in the Security 
Council. This means that the Unit­ 
ed States doesn’t want to see any 
more than four satellites admitted. 
Pressure For “ Compromise” 
On every side there’s pressure, 
however, 
for 
a 
“compromise.” 
Already the United States is being 
blamed by Communist agitators in 
non-Commumst countries like Italy 
for blocking admission of 13 states 
because Russia can prevent their 
entry if America refuses to let 
Outer Mongolia come in. as Ressia 
demands. The 13 states on the non­ 
communist side which would be 
admitted 
under 
the 
so-called 
“ package deal” are Japan. Italy, 
Spain. Portugal. Austria. Cambo­ 
d ia , Ceylon. Finland, Ireland, Jor­ 
dan, Laos, Libya, and Nepal. 
The argument for the admission 
of Texas rests on just as firm 
ground as the original admission to 
the U.N. in 1945 of Byelorussia and 
the Ukrainian Republic. Both the 
latter states are integrated in the 
Soviet Union and have no more 
right to call themselves “ indepen­ 
dent” in an international sense 
than has any state in the United 
States. It will be noted, too, that 
Canada, Australia, New Zealand

and South Africa are not only fuU- 
fledged members of the United 
Nations but also are part of the 
British commonwealth of states 
headed up by the British Crown. 
Only the United States seems to 
have been remiss in insisting on 
more than one vote in the United 
Nations. 
It was the arrangement 
whereby the British would have six 
votes in the League of Nations, 
while the United States would have 
only one, that helped build the 
sentiment 
which 
prevented 
the 
Senate from ratifying the League 
of Nations Covenant in 1919. 
It was at Yalta in 1945 that the 
tote President Roosevelt yielded to 
Stalin's insistence that there be 
three votes for the Soviet Union 
in the United Nations — the Uk­ 
rainian Republic, Byelorussia, and 
the Soviet government itself. The 
argument was advanced that Bri­ 
tain already had several votes as­ 
sured through her dominions and 
that it would help the people of 
thf Ukraine and Byelorussia to feel 
a certain prestige of independence 
if they could be admitted. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt didn’t fight the issue 
very hard and acquiesced. 


Reds Want More Votes 
Now the Moscow government is 
out to get more votes in the U N. 
It actually controls such satellite 
states as Romania, Hungary. Al­ 
bania and Bulgaria, but it isn t 
satisfied with the admission of 
these puppet states in Europe. 
It 
wants Outer Mongolia to be voted 
in, and to all intents and purposes 
that “people's republic” is just as 
much under the wing of the Soviet 
Union, especially in international 
affairs, as Texas is dependent on 
the federal union. 
In fact, the Republic of Texas 
was originally part of a neighbor­ 
ing country — Mexico — just as 
Outer Mongolia was a part of 
China on the Siberian borders. 
Texas was an independent nation 
from 1836 to 1845 and. though ad­ 
mitted to the Union on December 
29. 1845. was given by Congress 
the right at any time in its discre­ 
tion to divide the republic into five 
states “of convenient size ” 
The Lone Star Flag still flies in 
Texas. 
It can be flown by the 
side of the Stars and Stripes but 
not above it. 
In other words, the 
emblem of Texas to this day can

That's a rare 
privilege with respect to national

Certainly the Moscow govern­ 
ment ought not to object to the 
admission of Texas, as it would 
solve a very complicated dilemma 
and at the same time do for the 
citizens of Texas what Stalin was 
so anxious to do for the citizens 
of Byelorussia and the Ukraine — 
it would make them feel proud. 
Others Eligible Too 
It may be true that, since the 
early days of the Republic, the 
language — or rather the accent — 
in Texas has come to be not far 
different from that spoken in other 
parts of the United States. 
But 
this .should not be a basis for dis­ 
qualification. The members of th# 
British commonwealth of states 
speak the same language, too. and 
yet are accorded a separate status 
as individual nations rn the U N. 
There is always the possibility, 
of course, that, if Texas is admitted 
to the U.N., some of the other 
states in the Union may feel them­ 
selves 
eligible 
for 
admission. 
That’s, however, a calculated risk 
which can be taken. 
California, 
for instance, has a good claim. 
Her people have always considered 
themselves in an empire of their 
own. 
In a few years California 
may have the largest population 
of any state in the Union. Besides, 
the U N. itself was born on Califor­ 
nia soil in 1945 
But while a good case may be 
made for admitting California and 
Texas and a couple of other states 
in the Union on the ground that 
our Union is entitled to as many 
votes in the U N. as is the British 
commonwealth of states, a “com­ 
promise” at the moment by admit­ 
ting Texas along with Outer Mon­ 
golia might enc the deadlock — 
and that s the immediate business.
